Dr. Bonn held a lecture last night 
on the subject of the new nation- 
alism as shown by the tenden- 
cies of Hitler and the racial pol- 
icy of the German People which he 
said must necessarily lead to a dom- 
ination of the whole world by the 
German people and the German 
Idea. 

Dr. Bonn outlined the develop- 
ment of universalifm during the 
course of his-lory commencing with 
the universal difiribution of feudal- 
ism before the renaissance. After 
this, with the development of sci- 
ence followed the universalism in- 
troduced by it. As an illustration 
Dr Bonn used the fact thai in any 
factory from Vladivostok to Cape 
Colony the same mdchincs and ap- 
pliances arc in use. In the period 
shortly before the great war uni- 
vcrsalisni was even making itself 
fell in religion, the dogmatism giv- 
ing way to the ethical- clemcnl. In 
the present world order there is no 
form of Univcrsolisin because tlitrc 
arc two great opposing systems in 
the present setup— Capitalism con- 
trasts with Communism and Fas- 
cism contrasts with Democracy. 
There is no use denying Bolshevism, 
because it is an actual fact in Rus- 
sia. But il could not work in I 
Wtsixrn, industrialized conomunity, 
he said. 

Further the lecturer proceeded to 
outline the forces constituting na- 
tionalism. Nationalism i6 noi a char- 
acteristic that could be acrjuired, a

Dr. Mitchell of the Mental 
ll.vKiena Institute will address 
the Psychological Society in the 
Union Grill Room, on Monday 
November 25, at B p.m.

Professor Forrest LaViolette, v/ho 
last night addressed the Cosmopoli- 
tan Club on "Research on Race Re- 
lations" emphasized the importance 
of such research at the present 
time. "Practical programs tend to 
arise from these studies which go a 
long way in developing unity in our 
society," he said, "and the results 
have an important influence in 
overcoming the idea that race plays 
an important part in maintaining 
and diffusing culture. Another con- 
tribution is in the field of person- 
ality, by the study of social at- 
titudes." 

Research. 

Professor LaViolette continued to 
explain that the term "race" is a 
biological concept and that there 
are no "pure" races. "Research in 
this problem is comparatively new. 
having been begun by the French 
in the early nineteenth century. It 
is restricted to areas where there 
is a difficult race problem, as that 
of the negroes in the US.A.. and 
the Boers in South Africa." The 
.speaker also used the book on the 
American Negro, entitled "Caste 
and Class in a Southern Town," to 
illustrate particular trends in pre- 
sent research.

To my kno',vled«r, Ihnl loiter 
cau-scd nary a stir, cither pro or 
con. Such apathy is pitiable. Is it 
that we do not care, or do we feci 
thai the principle of freedom of 
thought and conscience is of no 
value? I tell you that if il is worth 
fiRhting for in the battlefield, il is 
worth trying lo preserve on this 
campus. 

McGill calls .itself "A Royal In- 
stitution for The Advancement of 

Lcarnins." It is my opinion that 
Iho.^c in authority did not live up 
to this worthy title when they 
turned away this student and 
denied him the benefits of a for 
nfial education. Had they expelled 
him, he could have made appeal to 
higher authority. Rut they simply 
.«iuspcnded him, giving him no 
choice .=.ivo to compromise his 
ideals or leave college. 

Let me present the facts again 
This student of good scholastic 
standing, ot less than military age, 
and convinced beyond a doubt in 
his own mind that all war and 
wanton destruction ot fellow 
human beings is to be abhorred, has 
been dishonourably discharged 
from this University. Such a dis- 
charge will prevent his obtaining 
educational training at this and 
probably at other universities. Out- 
side the college however, he will be 
loft at peace with his conscience for 
at least another two years, and 
more unless the laws concerning 
conscientious objectors are chang- 
ed. Why is it that before he can 
get the instruction which will help 
to be ot benefit to mankind, he 
must submit to training in the art 
of disposing of fellow human be- 
ings a.s rapidly and efliciently as 
possible? In his mind these two 
things do not go together, and dar- 
ing to think' so, and keep on think- 
ing so, ho is branded outcast and 
traitor. His moral courage and for- 
titude could be made a credit to the 
University— if he were still wilh us. 
At the beginning of the year we 
were told that conscientious objec- 
tors could obtain exemption from 
military training by applying lo the 
Principal, I know of several who 
did this. All but one are now tak- 
ing training; the sad story of this 
one has just been told. These men 
were told that this military train- 
ing was taking the place of P.T. 
v.'hich i.s compuliory according to 
the regulations of the University. 
Certainly, they both keep you fit 
physically; but who can compare] 
the stimulating mental effect of co- 
ordlnaled and co-operative gym I 
work with the effect produced by | 
the picture of a man writhing in i 
his death agony that comes to one's 
mind as he jabs his bare bayonet 
into the "ground dummies." 

I think that I myself, along with 
most of the other trainees, can see 
Ihe necessity of mllilary prepnred- 
ne.s.s, but I cannot find justification 
In this instance for compelling a 
person lo turn agaiii.-t what he 
feels i.s rlghl for himself. 11 is tn de- 
fend his student's, my own, and| 
other people's rights to tliink for 
lhem.selves lhat I am p:ip:uoil toi 
lake inilitiuy trainmg Surely if; 
this right li taken from ui, we have, 
that much less for whidi to tight. |

British Government has been par 
ticularly severe against petty re 
actionarics who discharged con- 
.>-cientloiis objectors from their posi- 
tionK l)rforn their cases had been 
heard by the tribunals or after the 
tribunals had allowed them to do 
other work. Even more noticeable 
has been Ihc fair publicity which 
each case hn.s h"rn accorded in the 
prcsr. In t|-,e light of this tolerance 
in Iiri'.;i.n 'hf suspension of .Mr. 
Stewart secnns particularly sinister. 

It is all the more so because ex- 
emption from military training at 
McGill hns been granted lo bona 
fide rnembcrs of certain religious 
sects; I cannot .see why a man'i 
private convictions should be any 
less sincere or trustworthy than his 
public professions of faith. Is it that 
protracted association with a minor 
cult alone can confer the ability and 
the right to be a conscientious ob- 
jector or is a belief only unquest- 
ioned when signed certificates show 
it to have been unchanged over a 
period of lime? 

It is refershing to find that in 
suspending rather than expelling 
.Mr. Stewart the authorities evident- 
ly consider him eccentric rather 
than vicious. There apepars to be 
much more uneasiness about this 
incident than is expressed in these 
columns, and uneasiness which 
might develop an unsettling influ- 
ence on the confidence reposed in 
the staff by the students. Univer- 
sity students have intelligence to 
comprehend and enthusiasm to de- 
fend democratic principles. The au- 
thorities have the responsibility as 
they have the means of allaying the 
uneasiness by a full exposition of 
the facts in the case.

ct Canada were unable to procure 
themselves adequate medical ser- 
vices, and that under the prrsrnl 
system, the cost of free medical 
ore to the indiEcnl fell too hc-iv- 
, îly on either the doctor, or the 
well-to-do patient However, jo- 
clalization of medicine to be desir- 
able, must safeguard the Quality of 
medical ser\'ice, must meet the 
needs of all people, must be pre- 
X'entive in character and must 
provide adequate remuneration for 
the practitioner."!. The medical pro- 
fession as a whole, recognizes the 
defects of the present system but 
must be convinced that socializa- 
tion would be better. 

Dr. Grant Fleming in opcrinp* 
the discussion that followed, 
toousht attention to the danger of 
comparing conditions in one coun- 
try against those in another in dif- 
ferent circumstances. He also said 
ttiat despite opinions to the cor.- 
trary treatment of venereal dis- 
«ase in Ontario was more effi- 
cient than in Sweden. In conclud- 
ing he mentioned the necessity of 
keeping a check on doctors after 
Ihey have been licensed to prac- 
tice.

DR. BONN EXPLAINS 
HITLERVTHEORIES 

(Continued from Page One) 



South African can not become a 
German, even though he learns to 
Imllate the speech and manners of 
that people. Only in some cases of 
Krcnch colonization this could be 
carried out. 

The first outburst of German na- 
tionalism ranie after the French re- 
volution as reaction to the stream 
ot French literature and ideas that 
flowed into the country. After that 
time the French had the idea that 
they should carry their ideas into 
all the world. They could impress 
them on Ihe Czechs and the Poles, 
but not on Germany or Spain, which 
were never really subjugated, Dr. 
Bonn staled. 

The new nationalism of Hitler is 
ba£Cd mainly on a biological basis, 
not a cultural or literary. The fmm- 
(lalion of the Ideas of Hitler can be 
found in the Hevolulionary move- 
ment of I84B, especially in a paper 
written by a Hungarian of that 
time, who had the same theories of 
racial purity. Hitler's ideas are 
based on Ihe prevalent Darwinistic 
theories nf the time. His theory is 
thai force n a funclioi) of matter, 
and niiiKl is a iype of force, there- 
fore force is a funolion of mind. 
Hero lies the danger of the doctrine, 
becaute the German people, placid 
in times of peace become easily ex- 
cited (111 a nalumTilislic liu.sis. Ae- 
cording to this (loclrinc the German 
race and culture is the best in the 
world and as there is no room in 
Qernmiy, It mus^ wma^ %\ ««x 



cost, if possible in peace, otherwise 
by war. Because of the superiority 
of the German culture, all other 
people should adopt or imitate it. 
But the English and other people 
will never agree to this and there- 
fore this is a war to the end. 

The foundations .of this war were 
really started at the beginning of 
the last. If there would have come 
no war in 1914, universalism and 
world peace would have triumphed. 
"The first war started at 11.55," said 
Dr. Bonn, Now the world has to 
(ace the problem of the new na- 
tionalison which strikes at the roots 
of human dignity and liberty. Hitler 
talks about God but his god is a 
god created by man after his own 
image. 

"At present we have genes and 
chromosomes ruling the world," 
concluded Dr. Bonn.
